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Introduction 


Population estimates 1977, 1978 is the 
third annual reference volume in the PP1 
series on local authority population 
estimates and gives figures for England 
and Wales. However the figures given in 
this volume are from a new series of 
population estimates for England and 
Wales and are not consistent with those 
given in the previous two volumes. 
Figures for Scotland and Northern Ireland 
are published separately by the respect- 
ive Registrars General. 


A new series of population estimates was 
made mainly for two reasons: 


(i) Between mid-1971 and mid-1976 
various amendments to the methods 
of making population estimates were 
made and new information had become 
available. 


The cancellation of the 1976 Census 
meant that the population estimates 
series would carry on until 1981 
without a fresh 1976 benchmark. 
Therefore it was judged desirable 
to have a fresh, more consistent 
series of population estimates.

The new series of population estimates 
used the existing mid-1971 population 
estimates as a benchmark although for 27 
local authorities small adjustments were 
made. The mid-1971 population estimates 
for England and Wales remained unchanged. 


The methodology employed was as consist- 
ent as possible for each area. Yearly 
changes in terms of births, deaths and 
estimates of migration were calculated. 
The statutory registrations of births 
and deaths provided the birth and death 
statistics. For England and Wales (and 
regions from mid-1975 onwards) migration 
was estimated using data mainly from the 
International Passenger Survey and the 
National Health Service Central Register. 
Estimates of migration for local 
authorities were made using mainly 
electoral statistics. An outline of the 
methodology used will be published in an 
OPCS Occasional Paper in 1980.

Commentary 


England and Wales 


The estimated home population of England 
and Wales changed little between mid-1977 
and mid-1978, decreasing from 49,120 
thousand to 49,117 thousand. This 
compares with an overall increase of 

some 263 thousand between mid-1971 and 
mid-1978 - an average increase of nearly 
38 thousand per year. Further, there 

have been substantial changes in the age 
structure of the population. Between 1977 
and 1978 there was a fall at ages 0-4 

of 4 per cent (114 thousand) making a 
total fall of 24 per cent (949 thousand) 
Since 1971. Conversely there was an 
increase of 1 per cent (96 thousand) 
between 1977 and 1978 in the number of 
people aged 65 and over and an increase 
of 8 per cent (530 thousand) since 1971. 


Changes in the marital condition of the 
population, although relatively small 
between 1977 and 1978, are sizeable 
between 1971 and 1978. The most striking 
feature is that the number of divorced 
people has doubled since 1971. The 
increase is especially great in the 30-34 
age-group, where the estimated proportion

of divorced people has grown from 1.9 per 
centrine197ieto 4.7 perscent ini1978.«iIn 
fact, the 30-34 age-group was the peak 
age-group for divorced people in 1978, 
compared with the 45-49 age-group in 1971. 


Regions of England and Wales 


The South East region experienced the 
greatest loss in population since 1971 - 
a net loss of 162 thousand people; in 
contrast the South West region gained 
the most people (208 thousand). The 
largest changes between 1977 and 1978 
were a drop of 21 thousand people in 

the North West region and 17 thousand 
people in the Northern region, and an 
increase of 16 thousand in the population 
of East Anglia. The Outer South East and 
Outer Metropolitan Areas increased by 26 
thousand and 24 thousand people 
respectively. The changes in population 
in each standard region since 1971 and 
between mid-1977 and mid-1978 are 
summarised in Table A, and Table B 
Summarises these changes for Greater 
London, the metropolitan counties and 
six largest metropolitan districts.

Counties, districts and London boroughs 


Table B shows that nearly every area 
listed has decreased in population since 
mid-1971, thus continuing the trend of

population loss in large urban areas 
prevalent in the last decade. One 
striking feature is that the estimated 
population of Greater London is now 
below 7 million, having been over 7 
million for about 70 years.

Among the metropolitan districts not 
listed in Table B, Salford experienced 
the largest population loss, decreasing 
from 279 thousand in 1971 to 256 thousand 
in 1978, a decrease of 23 thousand. 
Conversely the metropolitan district of 
Wigan experienced the largest increase 

in population, increasing by 9 thousand 
from 302 thousand in 1971 to 311 thousand 
TN ioe Oe 


All London boroughs (excluding the City 
of London) have declined in population 
since 1971, the largest fall being for 
Southwark, down 40 thousand to 221 
thousand in 1978. The City of London, 
however, has increased in population 
from 4 thousand to 6 thousand. Of the 


five boroughs with a population in excess 
of 300 thousand in 1971 (Barnet, Bromley, 
Croydon, Ealing and Wandsworth), only 
Croydon's population remains above this 
level at 321 thousand in 1978. The small- 
est London borough (excluding the City 

of London) in 1978 was Kingston upon 
Thames with 136 thousand people. 


Most non-metropolitan counties have in- 
creased in population since 1971, the 
largest increase (74 thousand) being in 
Essex. Essex also experienced the 
largest increase in population between 
mid-1977 and mid-1978, rising by 10 
thousand to 1,436 thousand. The largest 
decline in population since 1971 was in 
Surrey (15 thousand) while Durham's 


decline of 4 thousand to 604 thousand 
was the largest between mid-1977 and 
mid-1978. 


Of the non-metropolitan counties of 
England, Hampshire has had the largest 
population since 1975. Its 1978 popula- 
tion was 1,453 thousand, an increase of 
3 thousand since 1977 and 60 thousand 
since 1971. Previously Kent had the 
largest population and now has the 
second largest with 1,449 thousand 
people. The English county with the 
fewest inhabitants is the Isle of Wight: 
114 thousand for both 1977 and 1978, an 
increase of 7 thousand since 1971. 


The counties in Wales with the largest 
and smallest populations in 1978 were 
Mid Glamorgan, with 538 thousand, and 
Powys, with 106 thousand people. Both 
populations had changed little since 
1977 and both had increased by about 7 
thousand since 1971. 


Of the non-metropolitan districts in 
England, Bristol has by far the largest 
number of inhabitants, 426 thousands in 
1971 and 412 thousand in 1978, an in- 
crease of 2 thousand since 1977. Teesdale 
has the fewest inhabitants, a total of 24 


thousand in both 1971 and 1978. 


Among the non-metropolitan districts, 
Milton Keynes has experienced the largest 
increase in population, from 67 thousand 
people in 1971 to 107 thousand people in 
1978. Nottingham, on the other hand, has 
been the most rapidly decreasing non- 
metropolitan district, with 298 thousand 
people in 1971 and 281 thousand in 1978. 


In Wales, the populations in 1978 of the 
largest district, Cardiff, and the small- 
est district, Radnor, were 278 thousand 
and 21 thousand respectively; both had 
changed little since 1977. 


Age and sex estimates 


Except for non-metropolitan districts, 

the population estimates in this volume 

are given by age (eight or 19 groups) and 
sex. Commentary on these figures is not 
given; however Table C lists those London 
boroughs, metropolitan districts and count- 
ies with the highest and lowest percentages 
of their population in the age-groups 0-14 
or 65 and over at mid-1978. The figures 

for England and Wales as a whole are 

given for comparison.
